Status of Application 

1 . This Office Action is a response to Applicants' Preliminary Amendment filed on 
09/22/2006. In virtue of this Preliminary Amendment, claims 1-8 are canceled; claims 
10-16 are dependent on canceled claim 1 and they not been further treated on the 
merits; thus, claim 9 is currently presented in the instant application.

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

7. Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Dufosse et al. 
(US 2003/0068987 A1 ), hereinafter "Dufosse". 

Regarding claim 9, Dufosse discloses, in Figures 3-5, a portable communication 
device comprising a board (100) configured to receive electrical circuits, the board 
comprising a ground plane (41 ) and at least one throughhole; an antenna element (40) 
provided on a first side of the board; an acoustic (30) element placed on the board (100) 
and aligned with the throughhole; and a mesh (60) comprising an electrically conducting 
material positioned between a cover (39) of the acoustic element and the board (100), 
wherein the mesh (60) is connected to the ground plane (41) of the board to enhance 
the efficiency of the antenna.
